The case had its inception in 1842 
when Aguirre, in an endeavor to as- 
sist the mission fathers in their ex- 
tensive labor among the Indians, ad- 


vanced them supplies to the value of 


about $12,000. after the Pious fund 


been confiscated by the decree of 


Gen. Santa Ana for the Mexican gov- 


ernment. This fund was established 
in Spain’ in 1697 for the express pur- 
pose of missionary work in Mexico 
and later in California. At the time 


it was eurrendered under duress 


by 
Bishop in 1842, it totalled 1. 
436.033, on the’ interest from this 


sum. being utilised for the work. 

The mission fathers had the promise 
of the Mexican government of a per- 
petual interest of 6 per cent. on the 
money, the Interest to be paid from 
the taxation on tobacco. When this 
interest fafied to materialize, they 
were forced to look elsewhere for 
support for their educational and 
charitable undertaking and Aguirre 
was one of their principal aseicetants 
in this time of need. The seculariza- 
tion of the missions at about the 
same time disbanded the, friars and 
put an end to their labors. In their 
poverty they were forced to allow the 
debt to Aguirre to stand. 

In 1877, Bishop Mora, of Los An- 


geles, D®*lieving that this indebtedness 


should be cancelled, paid to the chil- 
dren of Aguirre $6000 and to Mra 
Rosario, Ferrer, widow of Aguirre, 
who had married Col. Manuel A. Fer- 
rer, $6500. The latter was Vor a 
total settlement of the Ferrer claims, 
not included in the first $6000 settle- 
ment to the children. 

In the meantime, the United States 
government had taken up the claim 
of the California prelates for the m- 
terest of the money of the Pious fund 
and Sir Edward Thornton, English ar- 
bitrator, selected by the two contend- 
ing governments, decreed that the 
money rightfully belonged to the mis- 
sions and ordered the Mexican govern- 
ment to pay one-half of sum to mis- 
sions in California, and the other halt 
to those in Lower California, there 
having been no State division at the 
missionaries had started their 
work on the Coast.
